XVIU-—MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


In Western Australia there is no single authority responsible for the licensing of vehicles. The 
Traffic Branch of the Police Department issues licences in the Metropolitan Traffic Area, which com- 
prises the whole of the Metropolitan Statistical Division and that part of the Swan Division consisting 
of the Shires of Cockburn, Gosnells, Kwinana and Rockingham in their entirety and parts of the Shires 
of Armadale-Kelmscott, Mundaring and Swan-Guildford. Outside the Metropolitan Traffic Area the 
Town or Shire Council is responsible for the licensing of vehicles in its own district.
